Dissolution and the New Election. 

The days of the present parliument are 
drawing to a close. About another month 
will he tba utmost length to which ita exis- 
tence can be Bpno out, even according to tlio 
admission of the Government; It is cot 
in the slightest decree probable however that 
il will l ist so long. A subserviont majority 
will make no objections to voting the Eati- 
matc* now introduced. No honorable scru- 
ples will prevent them from doing all they 
can to render their successors as helpless as 
il is possible for the present House to make 
lliem, No slavo noru ready to obey tho be- 
hests of bis muster, nay, his every look than 
they to bow to the wishes of the Exeeutivo. 
He bus unly to intimate that be " feels assur- 
ed thai nn unnecessary delay will lake placo," 
and lo they are transformed into the most 
active and industrious of mortals. What it 
does not suit them to pass, does not merit 
even tbeir consideration, and they give it the 
go by in the moit comical style imaginable. 
Thus the unfortunate member for Nanaimo 
•was victimized. Instead of admitting to 
Committee the Hill to regulate Appeals and 
their pruning it of whatever might really bo 
objectionable, they got rid of that labor by 
giving ita six months' hoist, clearly prov- 
ing their determination to have as few im- 
pediments as possible toward getting through 
the particular business for which they have 
been called together. We muy then expect 
the dissolution of the House us soon as they 
lmvc voted the civil list. Then their task will 
lie ended ; then tlio public will have an oppor- 
tunity of rewarding their three years' invalu- 
able services with marks of their most distin- 
guished approbation. It is more than proba- 
ble, however, that re-election will not be con- 
sidered by the country as the most advisable 
mode of expressing their gratitude towards 
the out-going members. We have passed 
through tlio era that saw the beginning uf 
their parliamentary career. New blood has 
been inlused into tba community since that 
time. Men from England and the more ad- 
vanced colonies, who have been nccustomed 
to have their representatives act as independ- 
ent men, have cast their lot with this Colony 
and lire not at all likely to be satisfied with 
the kind ol conduct tha t has for the most part 
characterized our Ilimse of Assembly. They 
demand a different stamp of men to legislate 
for them and look aller their interests, and 
they will have them. It is now time, turnover, 
to commence to act. Dissolution and the 
new election muy come sooner than expected, 
so that it is well to bo prepared lor any emer- 
gency. Let a selection of good men be made 
and every nerve strained to return them, in 
the face of all the opposition of Obstructivism. 
Our Streets. 
Is it not time that some activo steps were 
taken to remedy the present disgraceful con- 
dition ol our streets. Notwithstanding the 
city has been incorporated since August 
last, nut a single street has yet been graded 
by the Corporation. Apart from the pas- 
sing of by-laws and letting a few contracts 
which have not been executed, there is 
scarcely anything tangible to show for the 
time they have beeu in offico. Even the 
sidewalks constructed under the by-laws 
have been done by private individuals. We 
grant that the Corporation have had a great 
deal ol work before them, and a great deal to 
contend with at the commencement of their 
career, yot it cannot be denied that we Bhould 
bo able to arc soma at leas! of the thorough- 
fares in the city put in a passable condition. 
As Ihcy arc now, portions of our main streets 
remind one more of a small village in the 
back woods, thun of a flourishing commercial 
port. Take for instance the intersection of 
Broad uud Douglas streets with Yates street, 
or that portion of Fort street betweeu Gov- 
ernment and Wborl streets. Very little 
would put them in go id repair, yet that little 
has not been done. Giving out contracts is 
one thing, but results are what we want. 
There is no necessity whatever for the 
groups of unemployed men we see around 
the city, when so much is to be done by the 
Corporation in the way of putting to rights 
the matters just alluded to.

His evidence was not 
taken down, however, us the magistrate deem- 
ed it immaterial to the present proceedings. 

A witness was called who swore to having 
been ioa restaurant on Monday evening when 
the defendant and another mail canto in, und 
that shortly after Mr. Delasco's servant came 
to the door. The young men went out and 
hud some conversation with her about an en- 
gagement. They told her three other girls 
were engaged, and she expressed a desire lo 
see them, when they promised to bring them 
down to her.

JJclasco that some persons weru endeavoring 
to entice the girl who was bis servant from 
her employ. 

An agreement, signed by the girl, promis- 
ing to pay the balance of passage money duo 
by instalments, was hero put in, but objected 
to by Mr. ISishop, cm account ol the rule of 
wages to bo receivo.l being omitted. 

The witness said there liatl been a verbal 
agreement with Mr. liolasco that tin; girl was 
to receive $15 for the first month's service, 
nnd, if she suited, $20 per month thereafter. 

By the Bench — He did not know of any 
higher sum than 825 per month hciii^ given 
lb girls in the employ of respectable families. 
•So much was only paid when the party was 
a very good servant. Knew of no respecta- 
ble house where servants were hired at §80 
or §100 per month. Had no idea what the 
object of offering such high wages could be 
unless some evil intent . 

By Mr. Bishop — Could not tell what wages 
were generally paid in Victoria to women 
who acted as barmaids ; did not know any- 
thing about a girl having gone to the Globe 
Hotel; know there had been otic employed 
at the Itoyal Exchange ; heard that she was 
since married ; did not know what wages she 
was paid; was not aware that any girls had 
gone back to tho Immigration barracks with 
men since they wore put in situations; one 
who left her "situation had remained there 
under charge of Corporal Bowdeu'a wile. 

By the Bench— If they have gene bank, it 
must have been without the sanction of the 
commiiteo. 

The magistrate remarked that if it had 
happened, it showed the necessity of the ex. 
ercise of increased vigilance on the part ot 
the committee. 

By the Bench— Application for girls to 
act lis barmaids had been uniformly rejected 
by the committee on the ground of morality. 
Not one of them had been allowed to go out 
for such a purpose. 

The magistrate said be should like lo have 
some report h-om the .Superintendent of po- 
lico upon the matter, 

Mr. Smith said, that of the women who 
had been engaged as barmaids in town, some 
few had kept respectable, tind Others had 
turned out anything but that— perhaps half 
und half. Ho meant that one hall of the 
number had become women of ilUfamo. 

On the demand of Mr. Bishop, witnoss 
gave tho names of several. He had heard 
that the girl who was with Haydon was now 
married j thought it doubtful- At the time 
she went up there she was publicly reputed to 
bo a woman of ill-lame. 

Mr.l^mith, subsequently recalled, said that 
on the night of his an est the defendant, having 
been duly cautioned, told him that he and 
his companion had visited several private 
homes iu town with tho view ol inducing 
servant girls to leave their occupations and 
enter llayden's service as bar-maids. 

Hr. Black deposed that he had employed 
the defend int to attend Upon a patient and 
had found him uniformly steady anil reliable. 

The magistrate said that from the evi- 
dence it seemed that a conspiracy had existed 
.or lite purpose of gelling young women to 
J"»ve Iheir situations for immoral purposes. 
'Though he had no desire to punish the youn« 
man severely, ho should lake lime to coti- 
fcider whether tho interests of society de- 
manded that ho should entertain a charge of 
conspiracy, or simply bind over tho defend- 
ant in heavy bonds lo bo of good behavior. 
The ease was accordingly remanded for three 
days.

European. 

PRUSSIA. 

The lend belweeu the King of Prussia anil 
his people is becoming chronic. The Mon- 
arch still gues about tho country mouthing 
"lit ridiculous ppeeehlets (allow mo lo coin 
i word for the nonce) relative lo the divine 
right of kings, and the people still cling to 
their liberal representatives, end contomn the 
unconstitutional action of tho Ministry. The 
end of the struggle is not yet : and the King's 
government — essentially the King's just now 
for the tuition disowns it — is carried on under 
great and increasing difficulties. On dit thut 
the Prince and Princess ol Prussia wero sent 
on thoir travels because they were loo free in 
the expression of liberal opinions; but then 
an dit is so much in the habit of drawing 
tho long-bow thut one can scarcely credit all 
that is blazed abroad. 

DENMARK . 

The little difficulty between Denmark and 
Prussia in re the Duchies of Bcbleswig anil 
Holstein, would appear to have blown over 
for the present, the King of Prussia not hav- 
ing made up his mind to effect a reconcilia- 
tion with his pcoplo at the cost of a war, at 
the best exceedingly doubtful in its results, 
and which is suro, to uso a homely phrase, to 
bo more ' plague than profit.' The considera- 
tion of the question is, howover.nol abandoned 
but merely postponed. The grisly phantom 
is laid lor the tune, but it will assuredly bo 
again invoked to teriiiy us beloro long. 
sweeden, 

S.veedeu is happy iu her obscurity. The 
only event of any importance that I can 
chronicle in relation lo this coir try, for the 
cuireni month, ut any rale — is the opening 
by the King of a lino of railway — 250 miles 
in length. This work, which 1ms been car- 
ried through a country presenting many en- 
gineering difficulties, has been completed at a 
com of about £0,500 per mile. 

Ala 1'HI A. 

Francis Joseph of Austria, ever weak nnd 
vacillating, and sometimes desirous to miti- 
gate the rigors of a tyranny which tradition, 
his ministers and his vanity impose upon bis 
subject?, is at the present most anxious to 
effect u recou'cilliatiou with the Hungarians. 
To ibis end he has amnestied all political of- 
fenders condemned by courts martial, us well 
as h u u 1 1 refugees us have already returned to 
Hungary, ami has likewise ordered the total 
cessation ' of 'all judicial proceedings at pres- 
ent pending for offences of a political char- 
acter. It was time '.o do something, fur the 
tho univeisal discontent was assuming alarm- 
ing proportions, und if Garibaldi had chosen 
to assist Hungary instead ol attempting the 
noble but impracticable optcrprise which 
was crushed u'. Aspi oinonlo, he might have 
shaken the Austrian Empire to its foundation. 
The amnesty so reluctantly granted may, il 
followed by Iho restoration to Hungary the 
rights to which that country is entitled, avert 
the coming storm, lint il present conces- 
sions am to result only in future disappoint- 
ment it would bo belter not to make them 
lit all. 

TURKEY. 

Turkey h tranquil, ami the reforms in- 
augurated by the Sultan are being earned 
out iu an earnest and liberal spirit — a spirit 
loo liberal, as il would seem, to be looked on 
with favour in certain quarters. Turkey's 
difficulty is essentially Russia's opportunity, 
and when things are going on pretty smooth- 
ly in Iho Ottoman empire, Hie Czar's Cabi- 
net is unhappy. It Ihus happens that some 
of the sick mail's " friends" have spread a 
report calculated lo excite grave apprehen- 
sions; Some ten or twelve days ago it was 
»tated that the Sultan was seriously ill ; and 
a day or Uvo later, that his disease had as- 
sumed the form of insanity. This stntcmeul 
was at once contradicted by the Ottoman 
embassy iu London and at Paris : but it was 
nevertheless repeated, with iho addition thai 
the Sultan's Ministers were anxious to keep 
iho sad condition of their Imperial muster a 
profound secret. The whole story proves to 
have been without foundation ; but it would 
be satisfactory to know for what purpose il 
was set alloat. 

RUSSIAN rot. AM). 
The Ireland of llussia is more than ever 
dissatisfied with tho existing slate of things, 
and not without reason, since liberty uf 
thought, speech, and action is altogether lor- 
bidden ; and numbers of Polish officers have 
of Into been banished lo the mines of Sibe- 
ria for tho most trifling offences — for actions, 
indceil, which in a free country would have 
been considered praiseworthy rather that) 
otherwise. Iu tho Provinces most of the 
lauded proprietors are subject to n surveil- 
lance, which is irritating in the extreme, and 
in many cases they are forbidden to go be- 
yond their own lands, while in the lowns the 
police and their spies have at last fairly 
ushered in a reign ct terror. The people, 
subject lo constant exactions and outrages, 
and liable to severe punishment oil the most 
frivolous charges, urc at length goaded to 
desperation, and revenge themselves on their 
persecutors with an uncontrolled brutality 
born of rago and tear. It is possible, you 
perceive, to overdo even iho most complete 
system ol police. In Poland that system 
was only loo pcifect, and the result is that 
the unlorlunato Poles have banded them- 
selves together and lorined an army of aveng- 
ers, the dictates of whoso chief ate obeyed 
with the most scrupulous fidelity, Only the 
other day, llerr Fullmer, tho chief of the 
secret police of Warsaw, though guarded 
by an army of spies, was murdered in his 
own house and his cars cut off und fastened 
to his breast, while another ol these myrmid- 
doiis of the most relentless power in the 
world Very shortly afterwards shared the same 
lale. llerr Fulkner'd career wus one of un- 
mitigated soouiidrolisill, and it is sutisfuctory 
lo know that he can do no more misohjet. 
I The assassins have not been discovered, and 
there can be no question thut every Pole iu 
Warsaw will do nis best to shield them from 
discovery. The popular discontent increases 
daily, and the merciless rigor of the govern- 
ment fully keeps puce witu it.
